1 tleeire now to narate to you a circuin- 
btance which happened iu the family of a 
friend and correspondent ot mine in the 
city of Boston, some ten years ago, the his- 
tory ol which will coiniuend itself to the 
heart of every father and mother who has 
anv sympathy with, or afTection for, their 
children. That it is entirely true, you may- 
be well assured. I was convinced of this 
when I opened the letter from L. H. B.— , 
which announced it, and in the detail of the 
event whicli was subsequently furnished 
me 

A few weeks before he wrote he find bur- 
ied his eldest son, a fine, manly little fel- 
low, ot s6me eight years of age, who had 
never, lie said, known a day's illness until 
that which finally removed him hence to he 
here no more.

Presently ihejpoor hoy entered halt per- 
ished with alfrighi and cold. His father 
glanced at his sad plight, reproached him 
bitterly with his disobedience, spoke of the 
ptinishmenl which awaited him in the 
morning, ns a peiially for his orfence; and, 
in a httrsb voice, concluded with 

“Now, sir, go 10 your bed!" 

“But, lather,' said the tiilli; fdb.w -[ 
want to Icll yon " 

“Not a word, sir; go to led! ' 

“I only wanted to say, laibcr, ibul " 

With a peremptory stamp, an imperative 
wave of his hand toward the door, an.l a 
frown upon his brow, did that tather, willi- 
out other speech, again close the .loor .if ex- 
planation aud expostulation 

When his hoy had gone siipperless ai.d 
sad to bed, the father sat restless and uneasy 
while supper was being prepared, and at 
tea tuple ale but little His wife saw the 
real cause, or the additional cause of hie 
emotion, and interposed the remark: 



have heard what Henry had to say. My 
heart ached for him when he turned away, 
with hiseyea full of tears. Henry is a good 
boy, after all, if he does sometimes do 
wrong. He is a tender-hearted, affectionate 
boy. He always was.” 

Aad therewithal the water stood in the 
eyes of that forgiving mother, even as it 
stood in the eyes of Mercy, in “tho house of 
tho Interpreter,” as recorded by Bunyaii.

We w-ere playing 
down at the Long Wharf, Henry, and Frank 
Mumford, and I: and the tide was out very 
low; and there was a beam run out from 
the wharf; aud Charles got out on it to get 
a fish-line aud book that bung over where 
the water was deep; and the first thing we 
saw, be had slipped off, and was struggling 
in.i'ie water I Henry threw oft" his cap and 
jumped clear frooi tho wharf into the water, 
and, after a great deal of hard work, got 
Charles out; and they waded up through 
the mud to where the wharf was not so wet 
and slippery; and then I helped them to 
climb up the side.

SPEECH 

-OF— 

Hon. tTohn 'VV. Finnell, 

O f IC p. a t u c It y , 

Delivered at the Union Meeting in Covington, on 

Mondag Evening, Jan. 10., Favoring the Ab- 
olition of Slavery in the United State}, and 

Especially in the State of Kentucky, by Con- 
'slitutional Amendment. 

Mr. Ch.virmas and Feu.ow Citizk.s's — 
With wliat earnest interest does the storm- 
tossed mariner watch the first gleam ot light 
in the distant horizon, when d.sy after day 
the raging billows of the angry ocean have 
threatened his good ship's destruction! How 
like the feelings of that anxious mariner, 
were those which filled our breasts, as we 
watched our brave helmsman — the gallant 
and dauntless Sherman— as ho piloted our 
Union craft toward the haven at S.svannah, 
and what a thrill of joy was there inr every 
loyal heart in all the land, when the first 
gleam of light was seen, as it flashed from 
his bright and unsullied blade, a.s he waved 
it above the ramparts of that city 1 It was 
the sign of victory — victory that presages 
Peace. 

Were other evidenoe wanting, this latest 
campaign of Sherman stamps him as the first 
military man of the age. All honor to the 
intrepid soldier and his conquering army. 

Nor can we fail to render all honor to that 
sturdy, and unconquerable soldier, General 
Thomas. The rebel horde under Hood were 
looking with longing eyes toward the rich 
fields and well-filled granaries of Kentucky 
The conquest of Kentucky was promised as 
the sure reward ot the capture of Nashville! 
“Victory on the Cumberland secures to you 
a sale and easy road to the Ohio." .Such 
was the language of the rebel General to his 
army. But victory on tjic Cumberland had 
first to be won I Insteail of victory there 
Came defeat, crushing, overwhelming defeat 
And now the broken; shattered, dismember- 
ed and ruined army ol the rebel invade.*, at- 
tests the skill and courage ol the brave 
leailer, Thomas, and his gallant army! 
Thence comes another gleam of light! For 
the first time since the beginning of the re- 
bellion, tile spirit of the rebellion seems 
breaking ! God grant continued victories to 
our armies, until a restoration of peace shall 
be assured in the restoration of the power of 
the Federal Government throughout ’the 
length and breadth of the land I 

But, fellow citizens, my friend (General 
Smith) has said that new issues, or rather a 
new issue must be presented to the people ol 
Kentucky — to the Union men of Kentucky 
— the slavery question I That is true — and 
itbecomea.ua to meet that issue like men. 

I was born in Kentucky, a slave State. 1 
now am, and have been all my life, a slave- 
holder. To me, custom has made the rela- 
tion familiar. I see nothing tcrong about it. 
While I have never been a ( ro-slavery man, 

I have always been inclined to oppose the 
agitation of the question, because I could 
see no good that could come out of its agita- 
tion I All my prejudices, indeed all my 
sympathy, were with the institution of 
slavery — and while I was not at any time 
wedded to it, 1 was at all times ready to re- 
sist the efiforts to oyerthrow it by violence, 
and without warrant of law.l 1 have ever 
been an anti-Abolitionist, and should not 
have failed to unite in resisting anyetTort on 
their part to interpose between the master 
and the slave. .Slavery, as against the ef- 
forts of political Abolitionists, was sale 
under the old Government. But, my fellow- 
citizens, the South, the slave-holding, slave- 
ry-loving South, in the mad and wicked ef- 
fort to overthrow the Government, that 
thereby slavery might be extended and 
perpetuated, this day reaps as the proper, 
just and Itgilimafe fruit of their wicked- 
ness, the certain overthrow of slavery t — 
Whether we would have it so or not, that 
fact is us fixed and unalterable as the decrees 
of fatel Were the war to end to-morrow, 
slavery is dead — dead, and there is no pow- 
er on earth to resurrect it If blame shall 
attach to any one because of the death of 
slavery, it cannot be laid at your door or 
mine. It was slain in the house of its pe- 
culiar friends. The first gun fired by traitor 
hands at the glorious emblem of our na- 
tionality as it floated over Sumpter, svas the 
death-knell of slavery! 

In view of these truths, what is the duty 
ol Kentucky? .Standing as she does fully 
acquitted of all participation in the death 
ot slavery; wronged, insulted, outraged, and 
cootemhed by those most anxious that slav- 
ery should live; her soil invaded, her author- 
ity derided and set at defiance, she was 
driven to war! — a war in which she, in the 
nature of things, as a foreseen, inevitable 
necessity, must lose all that was valuable ot 
her slave property, and retain all that was 
- burdensome — what, I ask, lellow-citizens. is 
not only her duty but her interest in this 
hour? 

Her duty is plain — let her at once and 
forever cut herself loose from all afsociation 
with slavery and become free! Her inter- 
est — that is too plain to require elucidation. 
Were we disposed longer to struggle to main- 
tain the institution ol slavery in Kentucky 
it is worse than idle to do so. Already so 
large a number of the able-bodied, or pro- 
ducing*force, of the slave population, have 
been Ireed, that the agricultural portions of 
the State have not labor enough left to 
raise products in sutficieut quantities to feed 
the white and black non-producing popula- 
tion. Many farmers and planters are left 
without black producing labor at all. 
Fuirns and plantations — great numbers of 
them, in the interior ot the State, must go 
uncultivated, because of the want of labor. 
Such labor cannot be had so long as we are 
a slave State. The experience ot alt the 
past proves this to be true. And mark you, 
my friends, this is no longer with us a ques- 
tion as to which form of labor — free or slave 
— we will select. It is a matter of dire neces- 
sity that we shall refy upon free labor, and the 
chief question for our consideration now is, 
what is the surest and speediest mode Xiy 
which that labor can be obtained. Ubtained 
somehow or other it must be, or our lair 
fields and rich valleys must go uncultivated, 
the prices of all produce must be enormous- 
ly enhanced to us, and all prosperity must 
depart from our peoplel Let us invite free 
labor, J>y bloiiing out the stain whioh the 
institution of slavery has at all times, and 
everywhere within its influence, cast upon 
laborl One of the most baneful influences 
of slavery has ever been, that it degrades 
labor. In slave States the white mao is en 
couraged in habita of idleness; ho feels, and 
his acts declare, that labor is degrading, fit 
only for the abject and servilel In the free 
States it is idleness alone, that is degrading. 
'I he idler there, is the slave — the laborer, the 
freemanl Let us invite the mechanic, the 
artisan, and the sturdy yeoman, to come and 



build up our towns and cities, and bring 
forth the abundant harvests our rich lands 
always yield to well-directed labor, and to 
assure the acceptance of the invitation, let 
us in advance, “mark the laborer ns the 
true man." 

Kentucky, the first child born of the Fed- 
eral LTnion, is already behind niost, if not 
all her younger sisters in the Valley of the 
Ohio, and the North-west. Kentucky was 
settled several years before Ohio or Indiana, 
and many years before Illinois. She is be- 
hind none of them in the richness of her soil. 
Her mineral wealth ia unbounded, and her 
climate salubrious and delightful beyond 
confparison with either. She began tlie march 
to empire in advance of Ohio, yet, i.n the 
briefspace of twenty years, Ohio overtook and 
passed her, and, in the sixty years added to 
that period, she has so far outstripped her as 
to count her thousands to Kentucky’s hun- 
dreds. The advantages, geographical and 
phy^cal, have all the time been equal, yet 
the march olOhio has been onward and on- 
ward, while Kentucky has traveled at a 
snail a pace, until she is more than distanced 
in the race. Illinois comes into the field 
years alter Kentucky is full grown, yet al- 
ready the young giant, with muscles unman- 
acled, overleaps all obstacles, and is lar, far 
in advance of us in the race to prosperity 
and greatness. What has occasioned the 
difi'erence? As to all the original elements 
of grandeur, wealth and power, Kentucky 
was and is unsurpassed There is but one 
explanation — one cause commeneurales with 
the effect produced. 

The lime is at hand, fellow-citizens, when 
Kentucky may look at these things calmly 
and dispassionately. Slavery propagandists 
have invaded our State, made war upou our 
people, laid waste our lands, burned our 
houses, pillaged our towns, and have filled 
more than thirty thousand graves with the 
bravest and best of Kentucky’s sons — sacri- 
ficed in defence of the Union, against the as- 
saults of those whose purpose it w^s to build 
upon theruins of that Union asplendid slave 
oligarchy in the South 1 At the outset, Ken- 
tucky implored them to desist — she besought 
them to have peace; they scorned and acotf- 
ed at her, and when Kentucky, upon the de 
liberate action of her people, declared her 
purpose to stand with the Government, then 
was it that the leaders of the movement in 
the South marched their armies into the 
State, and insultingly declared : “The soil ot 
Keutucky is essential to the symmetry ol 
toe South, and we will have it, at whatever 
cost of blood and treasure. She must belong 
to us, that she may be used as a wall between 
the cotton Slates and the Yankee hordes of 
the North.” Thank God! the prompt action 
of our sister States across the Ohio River 
spoiled the “symmetry of the South,” and 
pulled down, never to be built up again, I 
trust, that “wall between the South and the 
YanKee hordes of the North." Our brave 
soldiers pulled down that wall ; it only re- 
mains for u^ my fellow citizens, at once and 
promptly to cast the material inti) the sett, Let 
us to the work! .n!i i.u ji.. I 



Fort Fisher. 

The following report of the capture of 
Fort Fisher comes by telegraph from Secre- 
tary Stanton: 

Fortress Monroe, Jan. 17, 10 P. M 
To the President:. 

The rebel flag of Fort Fisher was deliver- 
ed to me on board the steamer Paulding, off 
that place, yesterday morning (16th). 

(Signed) TERRY, Major-General. 

An acknowledgment of that gallant 
achievement was given in your name to 
Admiral Porter and General Terry, Irom 
whom the particulars were obtained. 

The troops arrived off Fort Fisher on 
Thursday night and on Friday they all land- 
ed under cover ol the heavy guns of the 
squadron. A reconnoisance was made by 
General Terry on Saturday, and a strong 
defensive line against any of the enemy’s 
lorce.s coming from Wilmington wa.s estab- 
lished, and held by 5,0U0 men, chiefly col- 
ored troops, and an assault was determined 
on. The assault was made on Sunday at 
3:30 P. M. 

The sea-front of the fort had been greatly 
damaged and broken by a continuous fire of 
the fleet for three days, and the front was 
assaulted at the hour ificnlioned by a col- 
umn of seamen and marines one thousand 
eight hundred strong, under command of 
Captain Breese. They reached the parapet, 
but, alter a short conflict, this column was 
checked and driven back in disorder, and 
was alterwards placed on the defensive, the 
line taking the place of the brigade that 
was brought up to reinforce the assaulting 
column ol troops. Although the assault on 
the sea-front failed, it was performed well, 
and was very useful in diverting the atten- 
tion of the enemy and weakening ihe'r re- 
sistance to the attack by the troops on the 
other side. The assault on the other and 
most difficult side of the fort was made by 
a column of two thousand troops of .the 
old lOth corps led by Colonel Curtis, un- 
der the immediate supervision of General 
Terry. 

'I’he enemy’s force in the fort was over 
2,000. The conflict lasted lor seven hours. 
'I he works were so constructed that every 
traverse aflbrded the enemy a new defensive 
position, from whence they had to be driven, 
fhey were seven in number, and the fight 
was carried on from traverse to traverse tor 
seven hours, by a skilfully directed fire 
thrown into the traverses, as one alter an- 
other they were taken by the enemy. 

Admiral Porter contributed to the success 
of the assaulting column by signals be- 
tween himself and Gen. Terry at brief in- 
terval.s. His fire was so well managed that 
it damaged the enemy without injury to our 
troops. About ten o’clock at night the en- 
emy were entirely driven from the fort, and 
forced down toward Federal Point, followed 
bv a brigade of our troops, and about twelve 
o'clock at night Gen. Whiling surrendered 
himself and his command to Geo. Terry un- 
conditionally as prisoners of war. number- 
ing over l,8i}0, the remainder of his force be- 
ing killed and wounded. Our loss was not 
accurately ascertained on Monday, but was 
estimated at between seven and eight hun- 
dred in killed and wounded besides the na- 
val loss, which was slight, not exceeding 
one hundred killed and wounded. Not a 
ship nor a transport was lost. Col. Curtis 
was severely, but not mortally wounded. 
Col. Bell died of his wounds on Monday 
morning. Colonel J. W. Moors and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Lyman were killed. Colonel 
Pennebaker was badly wounded, also Colo- 
nel Ci/ne. A complete list of the killed and 
wounded will be forwarded as soon as prac- 
ticable. General Terry reported to Surgeon- 
General Barnes that he had an ample sup- 
ply of Surgeons and stores forwarded. The 
wounded will be sent North to their respec- 
tive States as fast as they can be placed on 
transports, of whioh there was an ample 
supply. On Monday, between six and seven 
o’clock, a magazine of the fort exploded, 
killi.ng and wounding 200 or 300 persons, af- 
ter the capture of tbe fort All the troops 
were withdrawn, except one brigade left in 



charge of the works. Ho-v' tbe erplosio° 
occurred was a mystery, but General Terry 
believes it was occasioned by accident or 
neglect. 

Gen. Cook’s division, reftorted at o.OOq 
strong, was at Wilmington, and a portion 
of it was thrown into the fort not long be 
fore the assault, and while that was going 
on a demonstration was made by the rebels 
against our defence line, but it failed. 

About 11 o'clock Monday, a heavy cloud 
of smoke was observed over Fort Smith on 
the south side of New Inlet. The naval of- 
ficer commanding that station reported that 
the enemy had fired their barracks, and 
evacuated that work. 

Perfect harmony and concert of action 
existed between the land and naval forces 
and their respective commanders. To this 
harmony of feeling and confident spirit may 
perhaps be attributed in some degree the 
success of our attack. 

The armament of the fort was seventy-two 
guns, some of large calibre and rifled, and 
one Armstrong gun. The fort had sixteen 
days’ rations. Their loss in killed and 
wounded was between four and five hun- 
dred. General Whiling had three wounds 
in the thigh. Col. Lamb, who had gone in- 
to the fort with reinforcements and to re 
lieve Gen. VVhiting on Sunday, was wound- 
ed. On Monday everything was as quiet as 
a Sabbath day. The dead were being buried 
and the wounded placed in transports and 
hospitals. 



Lfneerins Love of the Old Goyerument at 
Savannah. 

The capture of Savannah is an invaluable 
militaryacquisilion in more respects than one. 
It has shown the hollowness of the so-called 
Confederacy and, at the same time, developed 
the fact that the people of Georgia, and the 
same feeling forms a substratum sentiment 
throughout rebeldoni, have a kind feeling for 
the good old Government under which they 
were born. They still cling to the old na- 
tional homestead. Their atfection for it is 
an evergreen twining around the pillars of 
the Republic, as does the ivy around the 
trunk of the sturdy old oak that has shelter- 
ed it from so many storms. It is natural that 
the masses oi the American people should 
feel this attachment. The National parent 
has been a kind one. That heart must have 
become hardened indeed that has no linger- 
ing fondness for the altar of his country, 
around which so many pleasant recollections 
cluster. 

“Voa may take the bright-shsll. 

From its home on tbe lea; 

And where’er you bear it 
It will sing of the sea. — 

You may take the fond heart 
From the hearth of its birth 
And of home it will sing. 

To the ends of the earth." 

We see this attachment for the parent Gov- 
ernment manifesting itself at Savannah since 
the capture of that beautiful city. Gentle- 
men who have left that city since Sherman’s 
occupation ol it bring the information that 
tbe people seem to be quiet and satisfied with 
the change which has been effected by the 
new order of things. Indeed, this feeling is 
breathed in the resolutions passed at the late 
public meeting. Their lone is repentant — as 
much so ns could be expected of the inhabi- 
tants of a recenily conquered city. They say 
they yield not as a conquered people, but 
prefer to be received to the bosom of the par- 
ent Government as tbe Prodigal son was re- 
ceived by the father ol old, and to be for- 
given in the same spirit. The furious decla- 
mations of the rebel journals and rebel lead- 
ers met with no response from them, nor did 
they foreshadow the spirit of the masses in 
Georgia. They had suffered in every con- 
ceivable way, from the tyranny of the rebel 
leaders; General Sheriiian came to them more 
as a deliverer than a conquerer. He at once 
removed some of the most odious restrictions 
which they had groaned under, and this was 
duly appreciated by the people of Savannah, 
and all along the route dt Sherman's march. 
They refused to lay waste and destroy as* he 
approached, as advised by Richmond jour- 
nals, and since his rule over them Sherman 
has ireateil them with kindness, and our ar- 
my has exhibited towards them ihatdemean- 
or which is the result of discipline, and that 
chivalry which is characteristic ot the Amer- 
ican soldier. All this has rekindled the af- 
fection of the Georgian lor the old Govern- 
ment, and they have learned to love it though 
having fought it, thus verifying the sentiment 
of the dramatist — “How I love an enemy 
after fighting him." — St. Louis Evening News. 



Aa Epigram iu which James Brooks is 
Interested. — 

During an exciting debate in the House 
lately, Mr. James Brooks, iq reply to 
some taunt of Schofield’s, professed great 
anxiety to go South. Of course they 
wouldn't let him, tor even Montgomery 
Blair and his father couldn’t go, but if they 
only would, it would be the delight of his 
life to show the soothing effects of the olive 
branch he would carry upon the rampant 
rebellion.

The inscription on the coffin borne upon 
solid silver plate is as follows: 

Edward Everett, born in Dorchester, Mas- 
sachusetts, the 11th of April, 1794, died in 
Boston, the 15ih of January, ISC5. 

Upon the casket a wreath of white flow- 
ers and evergreens were placed. The servi- 
ces were simple and impressive, opening 
with a burial chant of the Episcopal ser- 
vice, "'I'each me to know my days," follow- 
ed bv the reading of appropriate passages 
from the Scriptures and prayer by Rev. Dr. 
Walker, President of Harvard College. 

Rev. Rufus Ellis then made an eloquent 
and touching address and prayer, after 
which the usual church service was read 
over tliit.remnins of the deceased, the exer- 
cises closing by singing the funeral anthem, 
"Their bodies are buried in the dust but 
their names live forevermore.” Tbe re- 
mains were conveyed to Mt. Auburn. 

The burial procession was large and im- 
posing. Two companies ot volunteer caval- 
ry, two companies ol infantry, and one com- 
pany of marines from the Navy Yard acted 
as escort. 

Both branches of the Legislature met at 
10 o'clock and adopted resolutions of re- 
spect to the memory of Mr. E., appointed a- 
committee to attend to the luncral, and ad- 
journed. 



Death of Bishop Brownbli,. — Bishop 
Thomas C. Brownell, ol Connecticut, presi- 
ding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in America, died at his residence in 
Hartford, Connecticut, on Friday morning, 
in the SGili year of his age 

Thomas Church Brownell, D. D., LL. D , 
Bishop of the Stale of Connecticut, was 
born at Westport, Mass , Oct. 19, 1799. He 
was a descendant of Col. Benjamin Church, 
famous 'n the enrlv colonial hjstory, and 
was the oldest of a family of eleven chil- 
dren. 

The Bishop was the author of "Tbe Fam- 
ily Prayer Book" which was published in 
1823, and received with much favor by the 
Episcopalians. 

In 1839 and 1841) he prepared five vol- 
umes entitled "Religion of the Heart and 
Life." He is also the author of several im- 
portant charges to his clergy and various 
sermons on special occasions. In addition 
to the duties of his office, ho was the presid- 
ing Bishop in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church ol the United .States, succeeding 
Bishop Chase, of Illinois, in 1352.

Talk Aboct Hard-tack. — “Hard-tack," or 
army biscuit, lias risen, in ordinary Ameri- 
can parlance, to the dignity of an institu- 
tion — that is to say, it is talked about, and 
has been joked over, to a degree wliicli 
would fill many a volume like this, were all 
the hard-tackiana collected. 

The tack in question is always packed in 
square wooden boxes — generally bearing a 
date, as well as a brand of the maker or ba- 
ker; anent which the following is told :

Emancipation in Delaware. — Gov. Can 
noil, in his annual message to the Legislature 
of Delaware, says tlie Baltimore American, 
again takes strong ground in favor ot eman- 
cipation in that Slate, as he did in bis inau- 
gural address. He repeats that'Dclaware is 
connected with the Free States by geograph- 
ical position and commercial iiecossiiy; that 
the products of Delaware find their markets 
in tbe Nortli, and that from thence come 
the immigrants who give increased value to 
real estate; tliat the result of constant inter- 
course with the North is gradually to assiin 
ilate the institutions of Delaware to those of 
the Free States, as it has already identified 
their interests; that slavery in Delaware, 
being merely nominal, is worthless as an 
element ol labor; that emancipation in Ma- 
ryland has surrounded Delaware with free 
soil, ii.viling the escape of slaves on all 
sides, ns there is now no law requiring their 
rendition 

In view of these incla it might bo presum- 
ed that tlie Legislature would see the neces- 
sity of taking some steps to retrieve the for- 
tunes of the Commonwealth liy etnancipa- 
liug the slaves, and thereby inviting free 
emigration But rouslitule.l a.s that Legis- 
Intiire is, of a mnjoro ol • Democrat-, ' we 
are incline.l to fear that ilu-y will cling des- 
perately to the forlorn and hopeless ii-sii- 
tulion while a shred of it remains in the 
State. 



KRNTIJOKY LEGI8LATTIBE. 

January 20 — Smate — Mr. Robineoo, from 
the Judiciary committee, reported a bill for 
the benefit of the railroad companies of this 
Comntonw eallb. ulluwing increased rates of 
33 per centum. Ordered lo be printed .and 
placed on the orders of tlie day. Same, 
from the .same committee, reported the fol- 
lowing bill to amend_ chap. 28, Rev. Stal., 
entitled "crimes and punishments:” 

Yhe prostitution of morals, the inereaso of bad 
men, and the multiplied facilities for the oom- 
misrion and ooncealmont of crime (all the fruits 
of this tricked rebellion), have rendered life, lib- 
erty, and property insecure. The invasion, de- 
struction and abstraction of one or iho other are 
tbe hourly visitations of some of tho good citi- 
sons of this Commonwealth. These lamentable 
facts, known, felt and witnessed by all, alike 
with justice and humanity require that the legal 
penalties for-orimo should be tnorcased in severi- 
ty and certainty: wherefore 

^1. Bo it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, Every white 
person, negro, mulatto or Indian who hereafter 
shall be guilty of robbery or burglary shall be 
punished with death; and the same facts which 
cODStiCute burglary in a white person shall con- 
stitute tho crime herein punished when commit- 
ted by a negro or mulatto. 

J2. Every white person, negro, mulatto or In- 
dian who stall hereafter be guilty of arson, shall 
be punished with death. 

2 3. Every white person, negro, mulatto or In- 
dian who shall heroafter steal a horse, mule, jack 
or jennet, shall bo punished with death. 

Mr. Fisk proposed the following as an 
amendment to the above bill, viz: 

J — .This act shall only ctmtibus in force five 
years. 

Made special order for Saturday. Mr. 
Bristow ort'ered to amend by adding rape lo 
the list of crimes punishable hy death- 
Adopted, and then the bill passed — yeas 25, 
nays 7. Tbree Petroleum and Oil Refining 
Compaoie-s were incorporated. 

House — Mr. Shanklin offered a series of 
resolutions concerning Boards of Trade in 
the State. 

Mr. VVoodofferred the following resolu- 
tions, which were referred: 

Whereas, It is publicly charged that the Hon. 
Joshua P. Bullitt, tho proscot Chief Justice of 
the Court of Appeals of Kentuoky, is and has 
been, for more than a year past, a member of and 
in full and cordial association with a treasonable 
order, known as tho order of the “Sons of Lib- 
orty;” therefore, 

litsolved, That a special oommittee of five mom- 
bors of this House, to be appointed by the Chair, 
bs instruetodto inquire whether or not said Bnl- 
litl is or has been a member of said order, what 
position or oQloe be holds or has held therein, and 
whether or not said order is treasonable or un- 
lawfnl in its aims and objects, and report at their 
earliest practicable moment. 

Resolved, That said oommitteo be empowered to 
send for persons and papers, and to employ a 
clerk, should they deem one necessary, and fix 
oompensation. 

Eight bills were passed incorporating as 
many Petroleum companies. 

-Jan. 21. — Senate — Mr Patrick offered a 
resolution requesting the President to au- 
thorize the enlistment ol returned soldiers 
for the purpose of defence against the guer- 
rillas. Ordered lo bo printed and placed in 
the orders of the day. A House bill to reg- 
ulate the fees of County Judges, was passed; 
also acts regulating the fees of Justices of 
the Peace and of Constables. The act lor 
the benefit of the Railroad Companies of 
Kentuoky, allowing ihoni to raise the rates 
ol fare 33 per cent., tlie bill lobe in force 
five years, was taken up. The term of two 
years was inserted in the place of five years. 
Mr. J. J. Landrum proposed lb amend by 
increasing the rates 25 per cent., instead of 
33 per cent. The bill as amended passed. 

House — Mr. Waring bad leave to bring in 
a bill for tbe benefit of the heirs of deceased 
soldiers who have died before being muster- 
ed into service. The bill lor tbe benefit ol 
ilia Public Binder passed the House — yeas 
66 ; nays 2. Five Peiroleum Companies 
tyere incorporated. 

Jan. 28 — .Senate — Mr. Fisk, Irom Judici- 
ary Committee, reported a bill to amend the 
r-svetiue laws of Kentucky, absolving Coun- 
ty Clerks from liability for failing to obtain 
receipts Irom sheriffs in certain cases. Re- 
ferred to Finance Committee. Mr. McHenry 
moved to reconsider tbe vote of Saturday 
granting leave of absence to Mr. Bush. Mr. 
Bush has gone to Washington to attempt lo 
counteract the business of the Legislative 
Committee, ilessrs. McHenry, J. J. Lan- 
dratii and Cleveland advocated the reconsid- 
eraliou, and Messrs. Marshall, Fisk and 
Bristow opposed it. Postponed until Monday, 
tbe 30th. 

House — Mr. \arooa offered a resolution 
to allow Magistrates to appoint C.mstables 
in certain cases. The order of the dav was 
the bill to Increase the salaries of Circuit 
and Chancery Judges to $2,500 a year: post- 
poned. An act to establish an Agricultural 
College in Kentucky, was recommitted to 
Committee on Agriculture and Manufac- 
tures. Mr. Ward,*lrom Committee on (3ourt 
ol Appeals, reported tbe resolution iu regard 
to Judge Bullitt, with a proviso to allow tbe 
Judge to return and be present at the exam- 
ination, and to have a free pass lo return to 
his place of concealmeft. Amendment 
adopted and the resolution passed.' The fol- 
lowing bill will doubtless elicit considerable 
and exciting discussions — a bill to incor- 
porate the Brush Creek Mining, Manu- 
facturing, Lumber, Navigation, Transporta- 
tion, Fish Trap, Coal Oil, Mill Dam, Lock 
and Dam, attd every other Dam Petroleum 
Company. The Speaker referred tho bill lo 
the Committee uf (he whole

Review of News. 

On the night of the 14th, the 17th Army 
Corps, commanded by Gen. Hatch, advanced 
on Pocotaligo bridge, on the Charleston and 
Savannah railroad, and captured it, together 
with fortifications and 12 guns, losing in the 
charge 40 men killed and tvounded. The 
guns were spiked, and the rebels evacuated 
and fell back in the night towards Charles- 
ton. Sherman's entire army is in motion in 
South Carolina. 

On the nightof the ITlh, it is reported, the 
rebel garrison blew up Fort Caswell, and the 
rebel steamers Tallahassee aud Chickamau' 
ga. The Despatch of the 13th says that Fort 
Caswell was still held, but probably render- 
ed useless as our forces had blockaded the 
river between the Fort and Wilmington. 
Caswell mounts more guns, we believe, than 
Fisher. 

A brother of General Hardee and others 
made claim to the cotton in Savannah. Gen. 
Sherman replied that it ought to go to the 
General Governmerit, which, he said, could 
never be indemnified for the blood and treas- 
ure required to reclaim possession of Savan- 
nah This was his opinion, but they might 
go to Washington and try to have his decis- 
ion reversed. Much .niore cotton was captur- 
ed than was at first supposed. 

In the rebel House ot Representatives, 
-Mr. Orr, of .South (.larolina, answering a 
charge of treason made against him by the 
Sentinel — Davis’ organ— said: “The denunci- 
ation " — of the advocates of an honorable, 
peaceful settlement of the war — “will be met 
by defiance. This movement is not in the 
hands of timid, time-serving men. Sustain- 
ed as they are by the volume of sentiment 
in the country and army, and by their own 
sense of duty, ilier are determined that in 
some form the statesmanship of the country 
ahajl be invoked in an honest effort to end 
this cynival of death by negotiation.” 
That is a bol.l fling of defiance In Jeff Da- 
vis' lace which that model statesman will 
not much relish 

The Rebel Congress Committee on For- 
eign Relations, to which the propositions 
of peace were referred, reported unanimous- 
ly in favor of sending commissioners to sue 
for peace. JeO'. Davis and the Richmond 
olligarchy on the one side oppose this ac- 
tion, while Congress, representing the peo- 
ple, favor it. \ few weeks since, such a meas- 
ure would not have been considered for a 
moment. > 

The supercession of Gen. Hood by Gen. 
Dick Taylor, is reported. We hope the re- 
port is untrue. Gen. Hood has proved him- 
self to be the right man in the right place— 
not for the rebels though. 

Henry S. Foote was released from arrest 
by order of the Confederate Congress, and 
has returned to Richmond. 

B. C. Burleigh, the Lake Erie pirate, bus 
been tried at Toronto, and been found guilty 
of robbery, ice., and it lias been decided 
that under the Extradition Treaty be must 
- be surren.lered to the United .States authori- 
ties. Of course ibis decision l.aa excited 
the ire of Southerners and their Canadian 
friends, and the pirate's counsel has applied 
for a writ of habeas corfras. 

Gold tumbled down on Saturday to 19SJ 
$1,000,000 changed bauds at 193, showing a 
probability of still further decline Cotton 
was down to 93cts and falling 



19* The late permit system in our State, 
though donbtlees established in aid of the 
public good, in its practical operation has 
worked unjustly and detrimentally to the 
cause of the Union. It was meant to pun- 
ish the guilty, but it has also involved the 
innocent. It interfered with a man’s busi- 
ness relations and in such a way as to injure 
his credit, to make it impossible for him to 
comply with his obligations to his creditors, 
and to that degree exposing him to mercan- 
tile dishonor and working injury to them — 
it takes from him the means of support, of 
providing bread for bis family. Now all this 
may be considered proper treatment for reb- 
els, but the system does not touch rebels, or 
their sympathizers alone; it aflects all those 
who are considered by certain men to be dis- 
loyal — opposition to any measure of the Ad- 
ministration, being the test of loyalty. — Here, 
by the way, we have our President's views of 
such in bis speech on the 3th Nov., when be

family, while, on the other band, many who 
are at heart and in secret act disloyal may 
yet appear true Union men? It is no hard 
tiling for a traitor so to approve every act of 
the Administration as to deceive loyal men, 
and so be permitted to carry on business 
wbicb will enable him to lend aid to his co- 
traitors. The law's just maxim is that it is 
belter ninety and nine guilty should escape 
than that one innocent man should suffer. 
And Union men should par ezceffence be law- 
approving and law-abiding men.

They have turned topsy-turvy the old prov- 
erb, “How blessings brighten as they lake 
their flight,” for when they are gone, no mat- 
ter what pains and money and blood they 
had cost, they “were nothin' nohow." As it 
has been with all their Southern cities 
and Forts, so is it now with Wilmington. 
They are sorry it is gone but they can easily 
spare it — it was rather a hindrance to their 
prosperity than otherwise. “W'e regard the 
fall of Fort Fisher as an unfortunate, rather 
than a disastrous, event," says the Richmond 
Whig The Despatch says, “some regard 
the fall of Fort Fisher as a disaster, while 
many are disposed to consider it a blessing 
in disgui.se. The latter, who are, it must be 
said, a numerous and sensible elesf, contend 
that Wilmington, as a seaport, has, from the 
beginning, done more harm than good,” The 
rebel joy, however, was intense when the first 
attack failed, and they acknowledged their 
happy escape from terrible disaster. Gen. 
Bragg called u pon all rebeldom to give thanks 
to God for his goodness in tbeir^dcliveranco, 
and implored the prayers of all Christians 
in his behalf while he made the Fort impreg- 
nable. So important and valuable was the 
blockade-running business, that Government 
had interfered with the rights of North Car- 
olina, and demanded a large share of the 
profits. But now the port is closed, the 
blockade-running was a nuisance — their f.ir- 
famed seaport was doing “more barm than 
good.” Under all this seeming “making the 
best of it,” and depreciation of the Federal 
success, wo can, however, easily detect an 
uneasy and dejected spirit. A consciousness

This welldinown and esteemed Presbyte- 
rian divmo <fied at his residence, near Frank- 
fort, on W(!,tnesday night, the 18th inst. He 
had beei. sink but a short lime with pneu- 
monia, aud liad not been considered dan- 
gerously ill. At 4 o'clock, P. M., of the day 
of hts dt- itli, t 11 fever had left him and he 
was tho-i , 111 to be rapidly recovering. At 
about 12 P. M. his attendant weut to his 
bedside and found him speechless and dying 
Before a physician could reach him he was 
dead. Mr. Proctor was a Presbyterian cler- 
gyman, having entered the ministry in early 
life.

Mr. i’joctor was about 09 years of age, 
and was born in Essex county, Massaohu- 
setta He has been for many years a mem- 
ber of the Presbytery of Louisville, and 
theugh for some time lie has had no settled 
charge yet he has preached at different 
points ill the country, in neighborhoods dea 
titule of the gospel and not able to support 
the ministry.

Although 
he died suddenly, yet in his life he has left 
the evidence of his trust in a Redeemer, and 
the assurance of his blessed immortality.

Public Binding 

A bill is pending before the House for the 
benefit of the Public Binder. This act, we 
uoderstand, authorizes the State Auditor to 
contract with the Public Binder for work 
required by the State, at prices not to exceed 
33 per cenmin iu advance of the price which 
be iias been receiving. Tlie officer, intended 
to be benefited by this act, was elected by 
(he present Legislature al its last session, to 
commence liis work iu August last He 
electioneered hard lor the situation, know- 
ing wliat were the iliitiei of the ofliee and 
ibe high prices of materials in use — their 
certainly too of still higher increase in price. 
He opposed, and was successful against that 
old public servant, A C. Keenon, who had 
honestly and well done his work for many 
years and was willing to continue in office 
At the same prices Mr. Keenon’s Union- 
ism killed hini Now the Public Binder, 
only six montlis in ntfice, puls iu a plea tor 
higher prices for Ins work.

a lew weeks since which was sufficient to 
rouse the indignation of any Union mao 
againsta system wbicb could permit such an 
act. A small town in the noriii-easteru por. 
tion of the Stale, in the fall of 1362, was at- 
tacked by a force of guerrillas, uumbering 
nearly 700 men.
